RRRG Proposes Membership Rule Change 


The membership of the Rocky Ridge Repeater Group will be asked to ratify 
action by the Board of Directors which eliminates the need for new members of the 
RREG to be physically present at an RRRG meeting in order to establish member- 
ship. 

Members of the Board agreed during their Steering Committee meeting that the 
rule requiring physical presence at an RRRG meeting to be “voted in” had outlived 
its usefulness. 

The rule was established long ago when verifying license information was a long 
and cumbersome project and physical display of a license was the only way authority 
to operate could be established. ; 

With the advent of online “lookup” systems for licenses, FCC action with re- 
spect to licenses is available within minutes of FCC action. 

A dual membership application form has been devised and is being reviewed to 
completeness, according to Paul Girard, KC6TZU, who was commissioned to look 
into the need for applicants to be present. He told the board that the only reason a 
person joins RRRG is to obtain use of the autopatch, “otherwise the RRRG repeat- 
ers are open to any licensed amateur radio operator providing they follow the rules,” 
he said. 

He told the board of directors that many people who wanted to support the 
RRRG by being members could not because they were either physically unable to 
attend a meeting because of distance or because they work evenings. 

Girard noted that the “rule” had been set aside in some special cases in the past, 
and it had become commonplace for applicants to not present their licenses. 

The board agreed with the proposal to remove the restriction, but insisted that in 
order for a member to receive autopatch privileges it will be necessary for a current 
member to mentor or elmer applicants on the use of the system.

Students Go Back In Time, Use 
Telegraph To Communicate 


On May 24th, 1996 students at the Pine Hollow Middle School 
celbrated “Western Days” by using Morse code to communicate from 
six classrooms to each other. : 

As part of Western Days, Joanne Payne, WD5BEZ science teacher 
at Pine Hollow School wanted students to experience the limited 
communication available to the populous during the early west. She 
contacted club Elmer, Ray Gaschk to see if there was some way 
possible to set up a telegraph system within the school to simulate 
actual conditions encountered at that time. 

A system was designed and installed that more than fulfilled that 
need. 

Joanne Payne and her teacher assistant installed over 600 feet of 
cable that ran from one group of classes to the other, while Ray 
Gaschk wired keys and speakers to the cable. Three hours were re- 
quired to test and complete the installation. 

The students who had spent time learning the code anxiously 
waited their turn to send messages from classroom to classroom,
